BASKATOON, Oct, 13.—A meeting 
of the advocates of non-union was held 
in St. Thomas Presbyterian church 
this evening, when some very caustic 


and sensational remarks were made 
by Rev. W. 8S. Brown, B.D., of Red 
Deer, Alta., who, amongst other 


things, insinuated that the union com- 
mittee reports were “a lie,” 


He accused them of haying stolen 
25,000 from the home mission funds 
of the church to propogate their 


system of unification, accused them of 
an attempt at wholesale plunder in 
trying to seize the college and echureh 
property for the purpose of establish- 
ing a new denomination, accused the 
union committee of having changed 
the findings of the General Assembly, 
claimed that the union committee 
were dominated by a dozen college 
professors, who were fed up on Ger- 
man nationalism, atempting to set up 
a despotic form of church government 
and the establishment of a papacy, 
characterized the action of the com- 
mittee as tyrannical as anything ever 
conceived by the Czar of Russia and 
denounced as tyrannical their attempt 
to proceed with unification while 75,- 
000 members of the Presbyterian 
church were at the front, who on their

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Hearst papers have been denioa 
the use of the British cables. 
They are still allowed the use of 
the Canadian mails. 


Devline, M.P.P. for Kinistino, 
has been sent to the penitentiary 
by the Regina court for defraud- 
ing the provinee. The man ac- 
cused of stealing two car loads of 
war hay at Regina, a year or so 
ago, does not seem to have been 
Drought to trial yet. Seemingly 
it is safer to rob the Militia De- 
partment than the Government of 
Saskatchewan. 

Sir Sam Hughes said in an in- 
terview at Halifax: ‘‘This war 
‘‘will be won by pounding, and it 
‘‘is a long road to Berlin.’’ That 
is one sensible observation to be 
put to Sir Sam’s credit. His 
visit to England and France has 
evidently given him a new ‘‘slant”’ 
on things. The public will look 
hopefully for such change in the 
management of our military 
affairs as will bring it into line 
with this view that a prolouged 
struggle is in prospect. Mcanrs 
for starting a revival of enlistinent 
and for speeding up the  muni- 
tion factories to their limit, are 
imperatively needed; while the 
cancellation of that contract for a 
five or ten million dollar arsenal 
at Lindsay, and of contracts for 
other postponable projects are 
equally called for if our financial 
resources are to be conserved for 
the long and increasingly heavy 
strain that will be put upon them. 

The Allies addressed a note a 
few days ago to neutral powers, 
pointing out the difficulty of dis- 
tinguishing from the deck of a 
cruiser the difference between a 
neutral and a_ belligerent sub- 
marine, and suggesting that neu- 
tral powers should stmplify mat- 
ters by refusing to allow belliger- 
ent submarines to use their ports 
or territorial waters. Washing- 
ton has replied that it will not 
make this concession to the new 
circumstances, but will treat belli- 
gerent submarines as ordinary 
vessels of war, and that if U.S, 
submarines are destroyed in mis- 
take for belligerents the power 
concerned will! be held responsible, 
The advantage of this decision, of 
course, is all on the side of Ger- 
many, which is carrying on a sub- 
marine campaign off the entrance 
to New York harbor for the des- 
truction of shipping. As Ger- 
many has no trade with the United 
States, save under water, the Al- 
lies have no occasion to maintain 
a submersible fleet off the coast. 
There seems to be only one way of 
meeting the situation and relieving 

New York from blockade. That 
is for the Allied cruisers to sink 
every submarine found loitering 
in the pathway of commerce—re- 
gardless of the flag it may have 
hoisted for the time—and to then 
apologize and pay damages if an 
American vessel is found to have 
been sent to the bottom by  mis- 
take. Germany has found that to 
be a satisfying way of meeting 
President Wilson’s views in re- 
gard to the destruction of passen- 
ger liners. It could hardly be 
objected to if the Allies adopted 
the sume course under the stress 
of necessity in dealing with the 
submarine blockade of New York. 


for the Patriotic Fund have 
thought it advisable to issue a 
statement setting forth what 


seem to them reasons why it was 
necessary that the fund should be 
raised by voluntary donations in- 
stead of by general taxation. It 
is to be hoped that if a controversy 
is thereby engendered it will not 
interfere with the effort to secure 
contributions to the fund, though 
it may be doubted if it would help 
any toward that end. Presum- 
ably, however, that phase of the 
matter has been considerec, and it 
has been deemed necessary to 
make some presentation of the 
question which woutd justify the 
voluntary system. In fai: ness to 
its readers, and for the saxe of a 
clearer understanding of the ques- 
tion, the Bulletin is constrained to 
make reference to one or tv‘o con- 
tentions in this statement which 
need correction, The statement 
is published in another column, 


It is asserted that the Dominion 
could not raise the fund by specifie 
taxation, because under the con- 
stitution the power to levy direct 
taxes upon land or other assets is 
given to the Provincial Legisla- 
tures and with-held from the Do- 
minion Parliament. That is an 
absolute misapprehension of the 
facts. There is no limitation of 
kind or degree imposed upon the 
Dominion Parliament as far as 
taxation is concerned. The na- 
tional Parliament can tax land or 
anything else it pleases, to any 
extent it pleases, by either direct 
or indirect taxation, and may de- 
vote the proceeds to what purpose 
it pleases. The implication that 
if the Patriotic Fund should be 
raised by taxation it should be by 
Provincial taxation, therefore goes 
by the board. The defence of the 
country is a national undertaking 
and the national Parliament has 
authority to collect this and any 
other funds incidentally necessary 
in any way thought advisable, 
That the Dominion authorities 
have decided to raise it by con- 
tributions will) have to be jus- 
tified, if at all, upon its own 
merits. ‘This cannot be shuffled 
off upon the Provincial Legisla- 
tures as a matter for which they, 
if anyone, should be blamed. — It 
is even doubtful if a Provincial 
Legislature has authority to raise 
war funds of any kind or by any 
means. There are certainly some 
reasons why it should not have 
such power. 


The second claim is that the 
Dominion has been spending more 
than its income, and that if the 
Patriotic Fund were supplied from 
the Dominion treasury it would be 
necessary to issue bonds, which 
the soldiers would have to help 
pay in years to come. That the 
Dominion has been spending more 
than its income is true. But it 
does not follow that to provide for 
the dependents of the soldiers out 
of the Dominion treasury would 
have meant an increased outlay. 
If the Allisons had been kept away 
from the treasury, and the money 
saved that has gone into rifles and 
motor tires and leather harness 
that are corded up in England by 
the train-load, the national Gov- 
ernment could have paid the sol- 
dies’ families what is due them 
without either levying new taxes, 
issuing more bonds, or passing the 
hat for donations, Further, if 
the bond argument is good in the 


case of the Patriotic Fund it is 
equally good in the case of all 
other funds, If it would be un- 
fair—if necessary to do so—to 


raise the Patriotic Fund by bonds 
which the soldiers would have to 
help pay in years to come it is 
equally unjust to raise other war 
funds by bond issues which the 
soldiers will in future have to help 
pay. If the Patriotie Fund 
should be on a basis of voluntary 
donation so should the fund to pay 

for rifles and munitions of all sorts. 
The fact of the matter is that the 

| Patriotic Fund was put on the 
basis of voluntary donations be- 

cause it was feared that the Na- 

tionalist and other disloyal ele- 

ments of the population would re- 

sent being taxed—especially as the 
money would be spent in other 

localities or among other classes 

than their own, That fact is 

well enough recognized that it is 

useless to either deny it or try to 

delude ourselves with explana- 

tions of some other kind. The 

practical thing to do is to accept 

the situation as it stands and ma!:e 

the best of it. Rightly or wrong- 

ly, the voluntary system has been 

adopted. There is no sign of any 

intention to change it from volun- 

tary to the taxation basis. There 

is little hope that if contributions

fall short the shortage will be 
made up from the Dominion trea- 
sury. <A year ago it was officially 
declared that if the donations 
were insufficient the allowance to 
the soldier’s family would be cut 
down. That being the case, if 
one locality fails to make up ‘its 
assessed portion of the Fund the 
result will be to bring that com- 
munity under fire on the ground 
of disloyalty, or niggardliness, and 
to leave the families of our soldiers 
on short allowance. Neither of 
these are results anyone can want 
to see produced. Whatever one 
may think of the method adopted, 
it is the only method so far provid- 
ed for taking care of the soldier's 
family. In recognition of what 
we owe to him we cannot leave 
them in want.

UNIFORM PENSIONS 


Editor, Bulletin, 
Sir,—No further time should be lost 
in investigating on what plea larger 
pensions are to be awarded to officers 
than private soldiers wounded in the 
present war, 

The country has for consideration 
the treatment of a body of men who 
offered their liv and became dis- 
abled, in the service of their country. 
Equal in their devotion, equal in their 
well merited distinction, and equal— 
for God forbid that it should be de- 
cided otherwise!—in the compensa- 
tion to be awarded them by their 
countrymen, for the mutilation they 
have suffered and the kindred ills 
which will be the lot of many of them 
to the end of their-tres: 

If ever a volunteer army in the true 
sense of the word took the field, it is 
the army of Canada, and so demo- 
eractic in its construction that it is 
common knowledge that the ranks are 
filled with men who in’ very many 
cases could claim greater personal 
sacrifice in serving than their officers 
commanding. In this question of 
pensions there is not the plea that 
officers have been subjected to an ex- 
pensive equipment or a life's train- 
ing, with the accompanying stiff com- 
petitive examinations hitherto existing 
in the imperial service. A commission 
with its responsibilty carries, too, its 
reward, and in deciding the matter of 
equal or unequal compensation, which 
in its far reaching results is of mo- 
mentous importance, we must keep in 
view that they who have given, and 
are giv so much which made a life 
worth living, gave for the mainten- 
ance of justice and right. We ask, 
who are those who would diseriminate 
with two standards of reward for the 
human wreckage whcih shall return 
to us, and deny them at home what 
they fought for abroad? Is it to be 
forgotten that these badly wounded 
men, officer or private, belong to one 
gallant brotherhood; their sacrifice 
wus equal, and the treatment they are 
to receive from thgir country should 
be the same—I am. sir.

First Wheat From Peace River Was Shipped From Waterhole District 
—Some Experiences of the Pioneer Farmers of the 
Waterhole Area 


Crs ered 


The Waterhole district, north of the 
Peace river, and about fifteen miles 
from Dunvegan, is one of the best 
farming territories in the whole of the 
Peace River country, and, although 
the first settlement began only about 


five years ago, now presents all the, 


ecar-marks of an old-established com- 
munity. The Van Rena_ district, 
slightly to the north of the Waterhole, 
is practically a part of the same set- 
tlement. 

The Waterhole district received its 
name from the early travellers 
through that part of the country, be- 
cause there they found the only run- 
ning water between the Burnt river 
and Dunvegan, and consequently it 
became a stopping-place between those 
two points. Although four hundred 
miles by rail and trail from Edmonton, 
the district has had for a long time 
modern telegraph and telephone 
facilities. In 1911 the government 
telegraph line was extended to Van 
Rena from Peace River, the farmers 
thus being placed in touch with the 
outside world. Within the past two 
months the offiee at Van Rena has 
been closed temperarily by the Do- 
minion government, and the nearest 
telegraph office is now at Dunvegan, 
fifteen miles away. ‘This office, how- 
ever, is in telephonic communication 
with most of the settlers in the neigh- 
berhood, The telephone system, which 
extends from the Hudson's Bay store, 
on the flats at Dunvegan, to the Burnt 
river, and for a considerable distance 
horth and south, was introduced by a 
few of the public-spirited tarmers, and 
now is connected with about fifty 
farmhouses. There are two lines, the 
central being at the Waterhole store 
and post office, in charge of Mrs. Wy- 
man. 

The Waterhole agricultural society 
ir an important factor in the life of 
the community. Last year a quarter- 
section, half a mile east of the Water- 
hole store, was donated by the Do- 
minion government for agricultural 
purposes id last year a commodious 
hall wi ted and a half-mile track 
also constructed, The society is doing 
much to encourage better-farming me- 
thods, and the exhibits at the annual 
fair this year, notwithstanding adverse 
conditions, were of a very praise- 
worthy description. 

Came From Winnipeg 

One of the well-known farmers of 
the district is W. C, Chatmers, who for 
nine years was foreman of the Alsip 
Brick company at Winnipeg, and who 
has now a section of land in the 
Waterhole, with about 150 acres in 
crop. He brought the first threshing 
machine into the district last year. 
The end of steel at that time was at 
Reno, thirty miles from Peace River, 
and about ninety miles from the 
Waterhole, The outfit was taken over 
the trails and across the Peace river 
with the greatest difficulty, and Mr. 
Chalmers estimates that it cost him 
altogether over seven thousand dol- 
Jars before it was landed on his farm, 
He threshed 148,000 bushels of grain 
with it last year, other outfits in the 
district threshing the balance of the 
crop of 400,000 bushels north of the 
river. The wheat that year, he says, 
averaged 32 bushels per acre, and the 
oats 68, although some of the oats 
went as high as a hundred, 

Mr, Chalmers has 74 head of cattle 
gnd sixty hogs. He says that the 
number of cattle and hogs in the dis- 
trict has increased at-a great rate in 
the last ir or two, and at the present 
time h stimates that the average to 

yeach farmer would be ten hogs and 
seven cattle, 

Mr, Chalmers says that this year's 
frost is the only frost that has ever 
damaged grain in the district. In 1911 
he cut on November 17th oats and 
Wheat that were good fer seed, and in 
other years there have been io dam- 
aging frosts, cutting having taken 
place as late as from the L0th to the 
20th of November. In 1812 he sowed 
wheat on April 2nd, and the following 
year on March 28th; He has cut wheat 
every year as a rule between August 
10th and 15th, and always before the 
20th. 

The Beaver Indian reserve, which is 
located north of the Waterhole, and 
consists of about twenty-four sections, 
is preventing the extension of develop- 
ment in that direction, says Mr. 
Chalmers, and as there are only four- 
teen families of Indians on the reserve 
at the present time, he thinks that 
some arrangements might be made 
whereby it could ke thrown open to 
the public, The reserve is verly lightly 
timbered, and could be cultivated with 
very little difficulty, 

Mr, Chalmers went into the Peace 
River country with his wife and six 
children, He had with him four yoke 
of oxen, a democrat and team, and a 
inare and a buggy. They left Ed- 
monton on the Sth of June, and 
reuched the Waterhole on the 28th of 
July, travelling by way of Athabasca. 


Mr. Chalmers says he has invested al- 
together about seventeen thousand 
dollars in the Peace’ River country, 
ard besides this he has large property 
inverests in Winnipeg. 

Half-Section All Broken 

Another well-known farmer is H. 
L. Propst, who is” located at Van 
Rena. He has half a section in his 
own right, besides renting other land 
in the neighborLood, Every acre cf 
his half-section is broken up this year, 
He went into the district five years 
last May, having been farming pre- 
viously in Saskatchewan, This is his 
sixth crop this year. The progress he 
has made year by year is as follows: 

1st year: 20 acres of oats, yielding 
70 bushels per acre. 

2nd year: 60 acres of oats, yielding 
40 bushels per acre, and six acres of 
wheat, yielding 20 bushels per acre. 

8rd year: 70 acres of oats, yielding 
65 per acre, und 80 acres of wheat, 
yielding 386 per acre, besides a lot of 
green feed, 

4th year: 92 acres of outs, yielding 
65 per acre, and 36 acres of wheat, 
yielding 30 per acre. 

5th year: 39 acres of oats, ylelding 
76 per acre, and 66 acres of wheat, 
yielding 30 per acre (some 40.) 

This year he had 201 acres in crop 
altogether, but the grain has been 
greatly damaged by the frost, and he 
estimates his loss at about four thou- 
sand dollars. He has eight head of 
cattle, eleven head of horses, and 
forty hogs. Timothy, he says, does 
well in the district. Very little alfalfa 
has been tried out as yet, 

The soil of the Waterhole, Mr. 
Propst states, consists of from eight 
inches to one foot of black soil, with a 
clay subsoil. Considerable difficulty 
has been experienced up to the present 
in obtaining water from wells, but no 
doubt this will be overcome in the 
near future. Mr. Propst has an ex- 
cellent supply of water, winter and 
summer, in the creek near his farm, 
He finds that the crops mature earlier 
in Peace River than in Saskatchewan, 
and the crop is more sure. He re- 
members only two hailstorms in the 
district, 

At Island Lake, fifteen miles due 
north of the Waterhole, beyond the 
Indian reserve and the be t,of timber 
Mr. Propst says that ranching is be- 
ing taken up on a somewhat large 
scale, There are at least five hundred 
head. of -eatilesin-that district. R. C. 
Redfern and Mr. Mitchell «re the two 
principal settlers. 

Mr. Propst is famous because of the 
fuct that he was the first settlers in 
the Peace River to ship a car of 
wheat to the outside world. This took 
place very early in 1914. The end of 
steel on the Canada Central 4 at 
that time at Reno, eighty-five miles 
from Van Rena, and eleven teams 
were used in hauling the grain to the 
cars. The wheat graded No. 2 North- 
ern, and he received 79c¢ per bushel 
for it. 


Many Other Settlers 

Many other settlers in the Water- 
tole district deserve mention, Frank 
Dettling and his two sons are farming 
three quarters of a section, and had 
72 acres in crop this year, besides 
breaking 25 more, They came from 
Texas and have been at the 
Waterhole three years, They travel- 
led by way of the Athabasca, and were 
a month on the road from Hdmont 
They have 62 pigs. Last year their 21 
acres of oats yielded 871 bushels, and 
nine acres of wheat 244 bushel 

The experience of John A. Roberts 
lilustrates what can be done in aft 
small way. He came in with a team | 
of oxen over three years ago, and now | 
has his thirty acres broken, Last year | 
his ten acres of outs aver: ged seventy 
bushels per acre.

Barley has likewise 
been a good crop but suffered some in 
certain localities in the frost that oe- 
curred about August 10th. 


Litue Loss From Rust 

Little loss has been suffered from 
rust. Traces of rust were seen along 
the central eastern part of the prov- 
ince but too late to work any serious 
injury. There is considerable less 
straw to thresh this year than last. 

On the basis of present prices, the 
value of this year’s crop will be quite 
equal to that of last year. 

At present threshing operations are 
proceeding under favorable weather 
conditions and the returns are slightly 
better than anticipated. 

Hay and Roots 

Tie hay er is somewhat less than 
last year, Our reports show a lighter 
yield with a slight increase in acreage. 
Haying operations were held back 
somewhat on account of broken wea- 
ther, 

The practice of root growing is de- 
cidedly on the increase among those in 
dairy and general live stock work. The 
area is considerably increased this 
year and the yield will be good, 

The aren of potatoes ts likewise 
increased and the crop will be a satis- 
factory one as to yleld. The quality 
imsomewhat variable. 

fave Stock 

It is thought that there will be an 
abundance of fodder for fall and win- 
ter supply; all live” stock is in good 
condition; no epidemics have occur- 
red anywhere and there has been less 
disease of other kinds than usual, 
Breeding stock of all kinds is in 
strong demand, In the dairy indus- 
try there is “ce increase in produe- 
tion and general revival for improy- 
ing conditions of both production and 
manufacture throughout the province. 

Our reports announce a large in- 
crease in the acreage stummer-fallow- 
ed, about 25 per cent, more than last 
year. This fact ensures a large acre- 
age for next yeur's crop, 

Labor and Wages 

With the begining of the season a 
great shotrage was anticipated in la- 
bor owing to the large enlistment of 
men from the agricultural classes. 
However, with the co-operation of the 
railway companies, together with the 
large number of soldiers that were 
available, no serious inconvenience oec- 
curred, Certificates for transportation 
were issued by the agents of the 
labor service branch of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, ¢ follows: From

Wages for harvesting were higher 
than usual, running from 50 to 
$4.00 a day (with board) and from $85 
to $60 a month, according to the ex- 
perience and ability of the men. 

On the side of employers it has been 
generally possible to furnish the re- 
quired help promptly. Both on the 
side of the needs of labor and the 
needs of yxrain growers, the office has 
done a much greater volume of cle 
ing house work this year than ever 
before.

Bear lake itself about seven mileg 
long by three and a half or four wide 
It is fed by springs in the neighbor- 
heod, There is an abundance of wat- 
er, in fact, in the whole district. The 
Lamonts obtained water at 82 feet, 
and some have got it at less than that, 
the averige depth being thirty feet. 
ming Country. 

“Rear Lake said Mr, Lamont to 
the Bulletin, ‘will be to Peace River 
what Clover Bar is to Edmonton. It 
has all the natural conditions of a 
good farming country, It is of a suf- 
ficiently high altitude to be immune 
from severe frosts, and we are prac- 
ticall the only people in the Peace 
River district to be immune — this 
year."’

With the cash from the sale of live 
Stock the settlers of Mosside are buy- 
ing more land, improving their farm 
homes and buildings, adding to their 
equipment of machinery or breeding 
stock, 

The buildings being erected on the 
farms are of a permanent nature and 
are of lumber or logs Hducational 
work is also given attention and the 
Summerdale and Craven schools are 
conducted from 6 to 9 months per 
year with an average attendance of 
about 20 to 25,

The soil at Bear Lake, says Mr. La- 
mont, is lighter than that at the Wat- 
erhole, a» > varies in depth. It has a 
dash of sand in it. “We don’t object 
to that," says Mr. Lamont, “because 
it means early matauring crops. For 
richness the soil cannot be beaten. A 
neighbor of mine last year, Pete 
Schneider, threshed oats that ran one 
hundred bushels to the acre," 

No Professional Homesteaders, 

“ft should like to say something,” 
continued Mr, Lamont, ‘about the 
type of men in this district. I don't 
think there is a single man whom you 
can call a vrofessional homesteader, 
They are all men of carnest ambition 
to become farmers, Naturally, the 
times in which we are living have dis- 
couraged some, but many of those 
who have gone out have done so with 
a” firm ambition to come back, A 
g00d many have received offers for 
their claims, but have absolutely re- 
fused, Some are in the mines of 
Montana, getting ready to return. 
Most of the settlers are from Eastern 
Canada, the British Isles and Amer- 
“4, with a dash of Swedes, who make 
(-class settlers. Some of the set- 
tlers have had absolutely no farming 
are making good 


Later*on, by the time these men get 


sufficient capital, they will have ac- 
quired sufficient experience to farm 


in true sclentifie fashion.” 
Mr. Lamont said he should like to 


pay a tribute to the advice he recelye 
ed from the department of agricul- 


ture at Edmonton. “I have great ad- 
miration,” he said, “fer the work Mr. 
Marshall is doing, and I am looking 
forward to the time when the agri- 


cultural schools will be crowded with 


the sons and daughters of Alberta 
farmers. T attended the short course 
schools for three months before com-« 
ing to Peace River, and received great 
benefit from the instruction,” 

With regard to the results of the 
frost in the north this year, Mr. La- 
mont said that quite a large number 
of homesteaders would be in need of 
seed, particularly wheat, next spring, 
There were enough old oats tn the 


country to seed the whole of the 


Peace River district, some men hayv- 
ing several thousand bushels. 
The Lamonts this year have ninety 


acres under crop. They seeded wheat 
on April 20th, and started cutting 


about August 81st. They always 
make a practice to plow and dise in 
the fall, all ready for the seeder in 


the spring, 


Returning With Families, 
“Up to this year,” says Mr, La- 
mont, “settlers were coming to Bear 
Lake in a steady stream, The bulk 


of those now coming in are men who 
are returnir- with their families, and 
also Americans. The tendency 


now 
is to move towards the prairies of 
Battle River, in the direction of the 
Vermilion country.” 

Mr. Lamont, who has just return- 


ed from a trip to Fort Vermilion, 
says that that territory is just sueh 
another country as Peace River—no 


better and no worse—but with an 


absence of hills. The freight charges 


on the boats, he says, are too high to 
make it profitable for the farmer 
who wishes to rs rrain, but for the 
stockman the cou@try is a paradise. 
For the man with ample capital, the 
thing to do is to go into the Vermil- 
ion country with 20 or 25 head of 
cattle, and wait for the railroad. 
There are marvellous hay meadows, 
and plenty of range. 

“But T have seen 890 many home- 
steaders going broke through getting 
too far away,” said Mr. Lamont, “that 
‘I would not advise the ordinary 
homesteader to go to Fort Vermilion 
at present My advice to him is to 
get as near a well-settled town as por- 
sible, so that he can have a market 
for his garden stuff, eggs and butter, 
The closer he is to such a market, the 
better in every way.”

REAL OLD-TIME 
ABOUT T0 LEAVE 
~ NORTH COUNTRY 


W. H. Carson, of Peace River ,in 
Ii-Health, is Going to 
California 


The north country is about to lose 
one of the real old-timers of the prov- 
ince in the person of W. H. Carson, 
who first came to Edmonton in 1883, 
and has been farming in the Peace 
River district, in the Shaftesbury set- 
tlement, since 4898. Mr, Carson has 
been in ill-health for some time, and 
intends to go to California as scon as 
he has disposed of his holdings. He 
was one of the first school teachers of 
Edmonton, at the time when Matthew 
McCauley, late warden of the peniten- 
tiary; the late Donald Ross, and John 
Cameron were the three school trus- 
tees, He was also one of the first 
homesteaders in the Sturgeon river 
valley. For some years he conducted 
a freizhting business between Edmon- 
ton and Peace River, long before the 
days-of the railroad, and probably one 
of his most interesting experiences 
relates to the time when, owing to the 
impassable nature of the trails, he 
and his men not only ate the provi- 
sions that they had taken along for 
their own personal use, but also the 
whole of the load of  provisiens as 
well, the journey being completed to 
Peace River with an empty sleigh, 

Came West at 1883 

Mr Carson travelled west in 1883 
to Qu’Appelle, which was then the end 
of steel on the C.P.R. He came the 
remaining distance of six hundred 
miles by trail, passing through Duck 
4ike Indian reserve, where the rebel- 
lion broke out, and where the father

The Klondike Rush 

Mr. Carson left Edmonton in 1898, 
and went to Peace River Crossing by 
way of Athabasca, That was the time 
of the Klondike rush and most of the 
gold-seekers were travelling to Peace 
River by way of St, Albert and across 
the Swan hills. Mr. Carson secured a 
contract to take a load of freight to 
Grouard, and upon arriving there got 
another contract to take Klondikers' 
supplies to the Crossing. Upon arriv- 
ing at the latter point he found that 
the Klondikers were going no further 
by trail, but had decided to build 
boats, their horses being in poor con- 
dition, They were selling their horses 
at from $2.50 to $15.00 apiece, and 
Mr. Carson bought 65 of them, with 
the intention of keeping them at Peace 
River until they were strong enough 
to swim streams, and then taking 
them to Edmonton and selling them 
to other Klondikers, Some of them 
died, but most of them lived. At 
Grouard, on the return journey, the 
Hudson's Bay company persuaded him 
to take a contract for their freight- 
ing from that point to Peace River, 
and he made money out of the work. 
Thinking that he would have to win- 
yter at Grouard, he put up three hun- 
(dred tons of hay, but the Hudson's 
| Bay company then offered him the 
/econtract to freight their merchandise 
between Edmonton and Grouard each 
winter. Up to that time the freight- 
ing had always been done in the 
summer, so that his contract was the 
start of the winter traffic. He went 
to Edmonton purchase _ sleighs and 
harness, and had thirty teams on the 
road ‘for three winters. The third 
winter was unusually severe, with fre- 
} quent snow storms, and frequently he 
would have to hire men at Athabasca 
to plow the road ahead of his teams. 
On one occasion he had to cache his 
goods at the mouth of the Lesser 
Slave river, owing to the impassable 
condition of the trail, and go to

Mr. Carson was afterwards given a 
free grant of land, 
Early Days at Peace River 

Mr. Carson has vivid recollections 
of Peace River Crossing at thé time 
of the Klondike rush, There must 
have been four hundred Klondikers 
there, he says, at the height of the 
trek. The flat on which the town is 
now built was heavily timbered at that 
time, but the trees were cut down for 
the purpose of boat-building. The 
Hudson's Bay post had just been mov- 
ed from the north. side of the river, 
the remains of an old chimney still 
marking the former site. Mr. Bedson, 
now located at Spirit River, was then 
the factor. Mackenzie, the explorer, 
camped during the whole of one win- 
ter near the junction of the Smoky 
and the Peace, in either 1778 or 1788. 
Mackenzie, in his memoirs, says that 
he could count one hundred teepees 
from his camp door, and said that 
buffalo and moose came down to the 
Peace to drink in countless numbers. 


SEVEN THRESHING

LAST LAKE LAND 
BEING TAKEN UP 
Two Hundred New Homesteaders Ar- 


rive Within Past Eighteen 
Months 


What is known as the Last Lake 
country, north of Griffin Creek, and 
west of Bear Creek, is rapidly filling 
up.
